The following constitutes the reasons for this bill and the purposes which are sought to be

accomplished thereby:

LB 811 changes the procedures involved in an appea of a Public Service Commission decision.
Currently an appeal is made under the Administrative Procedure Act, which gives original
jurisdiction to the District Court in the county where the action occurred.

LB 811 directs an appea from a Commission decision or order to the Court of Appedls. In
addition, the bill states that such an appeal will act as a stay of enforcement from any such order.
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
